16. (Previously Presented) A method for applying electrolyte in the manufacture of a 
battery, comprising applying the electrolyte to a surface in a battery container, the electrolyte 
being in the form of a spray formed by a vibratory nebulizer, wherein the surface is defined by a 
separator including a cellulose material. 

17. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 16 wherein an average droplet size 
of the spray is about 5 micron to about 30 micron.
